And 
this, they say, ‘‘is felt automati- 
cally” in the form of lower 
prices for all fixed-income se- 
curities. This also means the

He insisted that American 
troops in Korea need five times 
as much ammunition as was re- 
quired by the same number of 
GI’s during World War I be- 
cause the enemy hurls hords of 
soldiers into the battle. 

Van Fleet, retired Eighth Army 
commander, told the senators he 
was ready to launch an amphib- 
ious attack on Korea’s east coast 
in June, 1951, when ‘‘the Com- 
munists were on the run,” but 
was stopped by Gen. Matthew

Penny Cut 
For Milk 


Set May 1 


A one-cent-a-quart cut in the re- 
tail price of milk was ordered 
throughout most of Georgia Wed- 
nesday by the State Milk Control 
Board, effective May 1. 

This seasonal reduction will 


trim the price from 26 cents to 
25 cents a quart in Atlanta and 
most other milk sheds. In the 
coastal areas of Savannah, Bruns- 


wick, Waycross and Jesup the/| 


price was reduced from 27 cents 
to 26 cents. 

No reduction was ordered in the 
Blue Ridge, Lafayette, Winder, 
Gainesville, Toccoa and Washing- 
ton milk sheds where the price 
already was 25 cents. 

The board also ordered a re- 
duction of about 8 per cent in the 
price of cream. 

Under the order, the producer 
price for milk in most areas drops 
from $7 per hundred pounds to 
$6.60, the same as it was before 
prices were increased last fall. 


Sam Bulloch of Manchester, 
producer member of the board, 
said the reduction was requested 
by many producers and producer 
co-operatives throughout Georgia.

practical result.

a settlement, but at the same 
time must be on guard against 
traps that Soviet officials have 
tried to set in the past.

Georgia led the nation in the 
number of persons executed in 
1952 for crimes punishable under 
civil law, the Department of Jus- 
tice announced Wednesday. 

A total of 83 persons were ex- 
ecuted in the nation and 11 of 
these were put to death in Geor- 
gia. Texas had 10 executions, 
California nine, and South Caro- 
lina seven. 

Of the country’s total, 71 of the 
executions were for murder and 
12 were for rape. Thirty-six of 
those executed were white per- 
sons and 47 were Negroes. No 
women were executed.

The brief Communist note, 
handed to Allied liaison officers 
at a two-minute meeting in Pan- 
munjom this morning, also agreed 
with General Clark’s suggestion 
that the liaison officers set a 
date for resumption of full-dress 
armistice negotiations. 


The Communist commanders 
included with their brief note a 
statement on a proposal for the 
settlement of the overall prisoner 
exchange issue. It was presuma- 
bly the same proposal announced 
earlier in the week by Chinese 
Communist Premier Chou En-lai. 


Kim and Peng said in the note 
to Clark: 

‘‘We agree to the proposal ad- 
vanced in your letter (and) the 
liaison group of our side will be 
prepared to hold a meeting with 
the liaison group of your side at 
Panmunjom on April 6, 1953, to 
arrange preliminarily the matter

What Is the Secret 
Of U. S. Economy? 


We who are wont to point to our 
increasing population as an assurance 
of continued prosperity and expansion 
of our economic system may look to 
China and India for proof that this prin- 
ciple does not always hold true. 

These centers of “procreation and 
poverty” have remained poor despite 
the highest birth rates on earth. They 
have overlooked the basic fact that has 
made the American economy great— 
increased productivity. 

Those economic forces that have 
worked to build a great America did 
not just happen. They were forged by 
people under a government that encour- 
aged a dynami@ society. 

Three years ago the National Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America undertook a 
study, with the aid of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, of the American economic 
system. The first volume, entitled 
Goals of Economic Life, has just been 
published. It is significant from many 
standpoints and contains a cross sec- 
tion of the thinking of the leading econ- 
omists of the nation. Its foreword was 
written by Charles P. Taft, who also 
serves as chairman of the study com- 
mittee. It attempts to answer such 
questions as: 

What role should government play 
in a nation’s economic life? 

The two primary principles are laid 
down by Robert M. MaclIver of Colum- 
bia University: 

“All men should enjoy the mini- 
mum economic conditions and oppor- 
tunities requisite for a decent and 
healthy life. 

“Economic power must be held con- 
tinuously in check so that it does not 
exploit individuals or groups, exalt pri- 
vate interest against public disadvan- 
tage, restrict access to opportunity, sup- 
press the liberty of opinion, or other- 
wise, dominate the creative life of the 
community.” 

It is not the government’s function, 
ge insists, “to define or to pursue the 
goals of living, but only to establish the 


_ conditions under which men can more. 


fully and more freely seek their goals.” 

How to reach a balance between 
assisting in establishing “the conditions 
under whieh men can more fully and 
more freely seek their goals” without 
destroying the goals of living in free- 
dom is the big problem. Thus far we 
have succeeded in doing that in Amer- 
ica. Disagreement as to providing the 
“conditions” makes us Democrats or 
Republicans. ~-

Wise Men Decreed: 
‘No Religious Tes?’ 


A line of questioning by the Senate in- 
vestigating subcommittee looking into the 
Voice of America brought from Roger 
Lyons, director of religious programs, this 
declaration: 


I am not an atheist. I am not an 
agnostic, I believe in God. 


Although the important issue here is 
whether a man in this position has the 
requisite knowledge of world religions, as 
Mr. Lyons appears to have, we are never- 
theless glad to hear his declaration. We 
would like to feel that all people in gov- 
ernment believe in God. 

We cannot know, of course, what lies in 
the thinking of the several members of the 
committee or of its counsel. We do know, 
however, that historically the question, ‘‘Do 
you believe in God?’’ usually means, ‘‘Do 
you believe in God as I define him?’ And 
deeply religious, consecrated men and 
women have been burned at the stake and 
more recently socially ostracized or pub- 
licly condemned because their sincere an- 
swers did not conform to the asker’s. 

The framers of the Constitution laid down 
‘in Article VI: 


-++no religious Test shall ever be re- 
quired as a Qualification to any Office 
of public Trust under the United States. 


They knew what they were doing.

Nowadays a commander cannot lay 
plans to fight the enemy aggressively with- 
out asking permission from the so-called 
‘‘civilian’’ side of the government, usually 
the Department of State, which under the 
last administration considered itself obli- 
gated to make no moves in Korea without 
consulting the foreign offices of our so- 
called allies. 

The testimony of General Van Fleet 
that twice he could have destroyed the Red 
armies in Korea and was ready to make a 
seaborne strike to accomplish that mission 
but was stopped by “higher orders’’ is a 
tragic confirmation of what has been said 
repeatedly in these dispatches ever since 
General MacArthur was summarily dis- 
missed in April, 1951—the State department 
has been running the war in Korea. 

The fact is that military men have been 
compelled to bow completely to the diplo- 
mats, and the strange thing is that some 
of the highest military officers in the Pen- 
tagon have accepted this as their duty. 

It appears now that the shortage of am- 
munition in Korea was probably deliberate. 
Senators on the armed services committee 
say openly that they suspect the amount of 
ammunition. sent to Korea was in accord 
with the ‘‘type of war’ that the State de- 
partment wanted to see carried on. There 
was always enough ammunition available 
to ’carry on a sitdown -war, but never 
enough to attack the enemy. Offensives 
were not wanted. Victory was tabooed as 
an objective. General Van Fleet says 
American lives were sacrificed by that 
policy. | 

A lot of nonsense has been uttered about 
the importance of “‘civilian control’’ of the 
military. Does it mean that “thought con- 


nN 


trol’’ must be imposed and that military , 


men must forget all they were taught about 
pressing for a military victory when hos- 
tilities break out in UN wars? There is 
testimony before congressional committees 
which reflects this kind of defeatism. 

The sad fact remains that 131,000 casu- 
alties have been recorded to date for the 
American armed forces in Korea and that 
of these 23,000 are dead. It certainly doesn’t 
make relatives of those who were killed 
feel that the sacrifices were justified.

The functions embodied in the new 
department have been exercised for a long 
time, for the most part, by the Federal 
Government—going back, indeed, to 1906 
and Theodore Roosevelt’s Republican re- 
form era so far as food and drug regulation 
is concerned and even further back for 
public health, two of the several functions 
included. Subdivisions originally of vari- 
ous government departments, they were 
lumped together in the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration in the Federal Security Agency 
which, itself, is now transferred, lock, stock 
and barrel, into the new department. 

In the new department, Republicans 
took pains to steer very shy of any ‘‘so- 
cialized medicine’’ taint. This was by cre- 
ating, at the instance of the American Med- 
ical Association and as the price for its 
support, a specia] assistant secretary for 
health and medical services—the only dif- 
ference between this and the Truman plan 
for the new department. This officia] will 
be a doctor, following specifications pre- 
scribed by the Senate and House govern- 
ment operations committees that he be se- 
lected ‘‘from among persons who are rec- 
ognized leaders in the medical field with 
wide nongovernmental experience,” and 
that he have “‘first-hand’’ experience in

Taking even further precautions, the two 
committees said in their report also that 
this specia] assistant secretary should not 
have authority ‘for the undertaking of 
comprehensive studies of all aspects of 
medical care for the American people or 
to make recommendations to the secretary 
accordingly.”” The committees did not 
want this official even to study health in- 
surance.

Information Leak 


WASHINGTON—Considering the nature 
and background of the fight ‘that developed 
over the nomination of Charles E. Bohlen 
as ambassador to Moscow, it will be inter- 
esting to see what wiegesaetid of State 
Dulles will do about . 
plugging the leaks that 
came from his depart- 
ment in connection with 
thee FBI’s clearance of 
the appointment. 

These leaks, which 
were a source of much 
embarrassment to the 
administration and 
which fed the fires of 
opposition to Mr. Boh- 
len, have generally 
been traced to the State deparfment’s 
chief security officer, R. W. Scott McLeod. 
The latter is a former political henchman 
and administrative assistant of Sen. Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire, a leader in the 
fight against confirmation. He was put on 
the job early after the Eisenhower admin- 
istration took office, obviously through 
Bridges’ help. 

McLeod came into the limelight at the 
kickoff of Senate debate on the Bohlen 
nomination. Several opposition senators, 
notably McCarthy of Wisconsin and Mc- 
Carran of Nevada, .made_ sensational 
charges to the effect that the Secretary of 
State had overruled his chief security offi- 
cer in approving the nomination. , 

Mr. Dulles made a vigorous denial of 
the charges and informed the Senate that

there had been no difference between him 
and his security chief over the evaluation 
of the FBI reports. 

Senator McCarthy had insisted on bring- 
ing McLeod before his special investigative 
committee to verify the charges. The State 


department security officer declined to 


make himself available for testimony. But 
what seems significant about it all is that 
while all the furor was going on and even 
throughout the period of the debate on the 
nomination McLeod never once sought to 
clear up the suspicion that he was the 
source of the leaks and misinformation 
coming out of the department regarding 
the FBI report on Bohlen. He kept mum. 

This may be regarded as an extraordi- 
nary performance on the part of McLeod. 
For ordinarily when any question of dis- 
pute arises between a cabinet officer and 
one of his subordinates the subordinate 
may be relied on to clarify the matter with 
a public statement. As of this writing, Mr. 
McLeod is yet to make a statement of arly 
kind. 

Now that the nomination has been over- 
whelmingly approved by the Senate, with 
the McCarthy-McCarran charges exposed, 
there is an air of expectancy about the 
State department’s next move. 

Quietly, many congressional leaders who 
took the administration side in the Bohlen 
fight are predicting that McLeod will be

The insignia in- | ee 
cludes the lion and unicorn with the in- 
scription, ‘‘Honi Soit Qui Mal y Pense,” 
which means literally, ‘‘Shamed be he who 
thinks evil of it.’’ A more liberal trans- 
lation is ‘‘Evil to him who evil thinks.’”’ Or 
in other words, ‘‘Get your mind out of the 
gutter.”’ 

The motto indicates that the Prince of 
Wales was a member of the Order of the 
Garter, highest order of chivalry in Great 
Britain. Edward III founded the order in 
1348. The story is that while Edward 
danced with a countess, the lady’s garter 
broke and fell to the floot. The king 
stooped to retrieve the lost loop. When he 
did, some of the courtiers made low re- 
marks. 

The king’s face was red, the countess 
was white and the garter was blue. Rising 
in full majesty, Edward said with anger, 
‘‘Honi soit qui mal y pense.’’ Furthermore, 
he promised to make the blue ribbon a 
mark of enviable distinction. So he found- 
ed the Order, the symbol of which was a 
dark blue band bearing in gold the fa- 
mous royal reprimand and worn on the 
left leg below the knee. 

It’s a good story but, unfortunately, the 
source books say there’s not a word of 
truth in it, that Edward III planned the 
order long befere he asked the countess for 
a dance, that the origin was religious in 
nature. 

Anyway, the motto has become a part of 
familiar quotations and the emblem is on 
the pipe found in the ruins of old Frederica 
town. 

The exploration and development there 
merits the active support of all Georgians. 
But for Frederiga and the events around it, 
the 13th colony might have become part 
of Spain in America.

WASHINGTON, April 1—President Eisenhower has 
been informed that Congress is anxious as to the adequacy 
of the United States’ defenses and somewhat restive at the

The President has replied that 
the entire position—not only as 
to what money will be required 
but whether ‘fundamental 
changes of an organizational or 
other nature will be necessary’’— 
is being ‘‘steadily and intensive- 
ly”’ re-examined. 


He has observed pointedly, too, 
that it would be bad if Congress 
should ‘“‘move_ unilaterally into 
this delicate field at this time, 
while this process of re-examina- 
tion and reanalysis is still in 
progress.’’

tal illness is caused by physiologi- 
cal abnormality; epilepsy—point- 
ing up the possibility of better sur- 
gical cures without serious, but 
often heretofore necessary, dam- 
age to vital brain areas; an im- 
proved method of electro-shock 
treatment. 

The small (38 gauge) electrodes 
contain four to six recording chan- 
nels each. The technique is an ex- 
tension of methods used for many 
years to help detect brain tumors 
and other brain disorders, and an

The men were charged with 
taking $19,300 in the daylight rob- 
bery of the bank from the cashier 
and his wife. 

Pace was caught a few miles 
from the bank on a country road 
not long after the robbery. But

Jenkins 
said Bryant was placed in the 
hospital under police guard on 
changes of assault with intent 
to murder, assault on an officer, 
resisting arrest, k driving, 
speeding 70 miles p@ hour and 
driving without a licere. 

At 11:15 a. m. Wednesday, 
Bryant was found missing from 
his hospital bed. 

An investigation, Jenkins said, 
revealed that Ptl. J. F. Walker 
Jr., who had been assigned to 
guard the Negro, walked into 
another room to read a news- 
paper. When Walker left the 
room, Bryant clad in a hospital 
gown, escaped. 


cape was discovered Walker was 
called to headquarters and the 
officer promptly turned in his res- 
ignation.

Bryant was wounded in the legs 
in a melee which followed his ar- 
rest by Ptl. M. J. MacFadyen and

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Disarmament Offer 


By Soviet Stirs UN

by the introduction of three Soviet 
amendments that appeared to 
make no esential change in a 
disarmament resolution that, hav- 
ing been approved by the Assem- 
bly’s Political and Security Som- 
mittee over the opposition of the 
Soviet bloc, will be debated in the 
Assembly next week. 


RED DELEGATE 


No members of the Soviet dele- 
gation were available, but a So- 
viet bloc delegate emphasized to 
correspondents what he termed 
the far-reaching importance of 
this move, which, he indicated, 
constituted virtual acceptance by 
the Soviet Union of the Western 
approach to the problems of dis- 
armament and atomic control. 


On closer examination, how- 
ever, it was discovered that the 
amendments submitted today 
were among those submitted by 
the Soviet Union in committee, 


where they were rejected, In fact) 


it seemed clear that the Soviet 
Union was merely following its 
usual practice of demanding a 
second vote on amendments that 
had been defeated in committee. 


OUR PROGRAM 
To be sure, the Soviet Union 
has thus far refrained from re- 
submitting its own _ resolution, 
which violently condemns _ the 
‘world arms census proposed by 
‘the Western powers as the first 
“step toward the development of a 
disarmament program. This also 
_was rejected in committee, and 
“if the Soviet Union does not de- 
-Mand another vote on this resolu- 
“tion next week its inaction may 
“develop as another peace move, 
- although a minor one. It is clear 
.that the United States and the 
“other Western powers would not 
saccept any disarmament pro- 
“gram that did not make provision 
- “for international inspection to see 
“that it was being carried out, and 
therefore it is still extremely un- 
dikely that the Soviet Union will 
agree to any move on disarma- 
ment. 


+ However, Andrei Y. Vishinsky, 
the Soviet representative, said 
westerday that the Assembly 
would have many urgent and im- 
portant problems to take up, and 
the possibility of new Soviet pro- 
‘posals on disarmament—or al- 
most anything else—cannot be ex- 
cluded, These could be presented 
during debate in the Political and 
Security Committee next week on 
a Polish resolution, which takes 
the usual Communist line on Ko- 
kbreé, disarmament, the North 
Atlantic Treaty and. other East- 
West issues.

‘asked the Federal Communications Commission to delay for two 
years the deadline on applications for educational television stations. 


The deadline is June 1, 1953. 

Representatives of governors of 
the Southern states, meeting here 
Wednesday, asked the Southern 
Regional Education Board to file 
a request with the FCC for more 
time. The board acted imme- 
diately. . 

The governors’ representatives 
gaid several states had not had 
an opportunity to consider edu- 
cational television because their 


legislatures haven’t met. 
The representatives conferred 


with members of the Joint Com- 
mission on Educational Television 
from Washington and members 
of the National Citizens Commit- 
tee on Educational Television dur- 
ing the all-day meeting at the 
Southern Regional Educational 
Board headquarters, 830 West 
Peachtree St.

ciheies is one of those punctuative holidays. After Christmas 
you look forward ta Easter as the beginning of a new time. You 
plan, “‘After’ Easter. . .”” You think, ‘‘When Easter comes. es 
Until Easter there’s nO way of proceeding with spring and sum- 
mer with any assurance and for a time—along about Easter 
week—you feel this is an Easter unlike any of the otHers. 

I crave to report, it ain’t so. 

The Easter we celebrate this Sunday may be quite different 
from the first one but I went down Into that twilit Land of 
the Card Index and the Microfilm, the reference department, and 
took a look at Easter Week 50 years ago. And it bears an un- 
canny resemblance to this Easter Week. 


The weather was mostly fair and sunny, pleasantly cool with 
a shower now and then. The churches held Holy Week services. 
(The Episcopalians proudly laid the corner stone for the new 
All Saints Chapel at North Avenue, saving room on the front of 
the lot for the church proper, which was to follow.) 


Business in the local stores was good. Davison, Paxon & 
Stokes had a sale on ‘“‘all-over embroidery baby caps with full 
ruche, silk ribbon and white ties,’’ also cambric and muslin 
corset cover trimmed with lace and narrow tucks (price 50 
cents). M. Rich & Bros. advertised women’s “‘high or low cut kid- 
skin shoes, every size and width, $1.69.’ Kamper’s Grocery, an- 
nouncing a removal sale from their Whitehall Street site, of- 
fered green sea turtle meat at bargain prices, also calf’s head in 
vinegar at 14 cents a can and mackerel in wine sauce at a price 
cut from 50 cents to 28 cents. Rhodes & Haverty offered wood 
ranges at $40 and the classified section of The Constitution ad- 
vertised a nine-room house for rent on fashionable Pine Street 
at $35 and a 1l-room residence on Spring near Cain for sale at 
$4,500. : 

Bill Arp, the popular Constitution columnist, touched by the 


tender fingers of spring, headily quoted from Songs of Solomon . 


and added a poem of his own, beginning: 


‘‘Hark, I hear a bluebird sing 

And that’s a sign of coming spring. 

The bullfrog bellers in the ditches. 

He’s throwed away his: winter britches. ... 


A wire service reported that New York churches would be 
decorated with half a million dollars worth of flowers on Sun- 
day and special plans were being made to bar sight-seeing non- 
members from the fashionable houses of worship. The Method- 
ist Bishop Godsell made a speech in which he said ‘‘faith in the 
Bible is waning.” : 


Butter sold for 32 cents a pound, whiskey for 80 cents a quart 
or $3.50 if you wanted a gallon barrel complete with brass hoops 
and a spigot. 


Eighty business lots “in the heart of Atlanta’ went on sale 
at 10 o’clock Monday morning and The Constitution carried an 
architect’s drawing of the proposed $250,000 Vendome flats which 
were to replace the historic Leyden House (Sherman’s headquar- 
ters) on Peachtree Street between the Capital City Club ang the 
governor’s mansion. The new flats were so swanky they had 
dumbwaiters and telephones in every room. 


Fashion writers advised Gainsborough hats for Easter but 
suggested that older women and little girls have themselves 
hatted by-custom milliners, pointing out that ‘‘no ready-to-wear 
hats are suitable’ for these age groups. 


You could buy stone filters to ‘‘make impure water pure’ and 
the society section carried pictures of Gen. Joe Wheeler and his 
daughter, Anne, and the Germans’ Kaiser Wilhelm and his son. 
Victoria Gold Mines Co. advertised $1,000 shares of stock for sale 
at $10 and the modest maidens of that day—girls who had never 
heard of falsies—were blatantly advised to add curves to flat 
chests with ‘“‘pneumatic bust forms.” 

The world was troubled but it was, even in that day, mantel 
to Easter and, as Frank L. Stanton wrote in a poem, prayed for 
bells of Easter to bring peace and light 0 undeserving *humanity.

Not many parents can honest- 
ly say this does not apply to 
therh.

If only ‘‘accept’’ could be sub- 
stituted for ‘‘except,” they 
would find a remarkable change 
in their children. Misbehavior 
would wane, for the inability of 
parents to accept children as 
they are, imperfections and all, 
is one of the major causes of 
misbehavior. 

A child can take improve- 
ment, or nagging, or criticism, 
or on-the-line direction, just so 
long. Then he flies off the han- 
dle. He has to show he is him- 
self, a person, an individual. 
He has to assert something. 


OTHER DIRECTIONS 


When small, he rarely will 
flare back at his parents. He 
doesn’t quite dare. He flies in 
other directions. He bullies 
other children, he fights, or, 
the reverse, he may clam up 
or be ‘‘too good.’’ He may lie 
or. steal or be blatantly disobe- 
dient. 

Every child misbehaves. The 
time to worry is when misbe- 
havior is chronic, or deliberate, 
or has worked up to such a 
pitch the child no longer can 


‘get along with anyone — family, 


friends, teachers, or any per- 
son in authority. 


SIGNS OF TROUBLE 


Often there are advance signs 
of trouble. The child who de- 
mands attention all the time is 
one to watch. 

So is the child other children 
don’t like, the child who won't 
take responsibility, the child 
who always blames someone 
else, the child who is never sat- 
isfied with anything his par- 
ents do for him, the child who 
is tight with fears and worries, 
the child who daydreams, the 
child who steadily lies. 

With all of these children 
something is wrong. That some- 
thing usually is emotional. And 
much of it is nothing more than 
a child’s way of ‘“‘getting back”’ 
at parents who, he believes, are 
trying to perfect him.

Forbes said the congressmen 
had-assured a group of Georgia 
mill representatives in Washing- 
ton that they would oppose the 
present policy of the Defense de- 
partment and ‘‘do all in their 
power to prevent further dis- 
crimination.”’ 

Senator Saltonstall (Rep., 
Mass.) a leader in New Eng- 
land’s fight to retain her industry 
which has been moving South, 
announced that the Defense de- 
partment was allocating $9,500,- 
000 in textile contracts to these 
mills. 


“INEFFICIENT OPERATION” 

Forbes, declared this was sim- 
ply ‘“‘using the taxpayers’ money 
to subsidize inefficient opera- 
tion.’’ It is being done at the ex- 
pense of the mills and employees 
in the South, he added. 

“This is political action to 
transfer the jobless problem from 
New England, whose woes were 
caused by poor management and 
low production, to the South, 
which is growing as a textile 
area,’’ Forbes asserted. 

If New England mills cannot 
employ all the labor available, 
there is a demand for labor in 
Detroit,’’ Forbes observed. 


ASKS FAIR SHARE 

Clark Gaines, secretary of the 
Georgia Department of 
merce, declared Samia eam 
should have a fair share of the 
defense contracts. 

Early in the Korean conflict, 
Gaines said he found Georgia 
plants were getting less than one- 
tenth of one per cent of the de- 
fense contracts. A few months 
after complaints were made, the 
mills were receiving eight-tenths 
of one per cent. That still was 
not equitable, Gaines added. 

“Our plants are more capable 
of doing defense work than any 
other mills in the nation,’’ Gaines 
contended. ‘“‘We have modern 
equipment and good production. 
New England has been trying 
to stop the movement of indus- 
try, but I don’t think this can be 
done by legislation.”

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Hard To Keep Pace 
With Drug Parade 


In the last decade so many 
new drugs have been intro- 
duced that most pharmacies 
would need an adjoining ware- 
house to carry every prepara- 
tion available on the market. 
Furthermore, it is all the phy- 
sician can do to keep up with 
the latest remedy for this or 
that disease, let alone remem- 
ber the fancy trade names of 
these products. Even the 
pharmacist is in need of a good 
catalog or reference book. 


In 1951, for example, accord- 
ing to a report by Paul de 
Haen, 322 new pharmaceuticals 
were introduced by 86 manu- 
facturing firms. But among 
these, there were only 35 dif- 
ferent single chemicals. In 
other words, 11 per cent were 
originals and the remainder 
were duplications of single or 
compounded chemicals. 


Some also represented old re- 
liables that came out in a new 
size or dosage. Also tabulated 
as new were mixtures of known 
drugs marketed under a mod- 
ern name. This ought to tbe 
kept in mind whenever a new- 
comer is ahnounced. In this 
regard it is important to dis- 
tinguish between a really new 
drug, such as penicillin which 
appeared in 1943 and an old 
substance that was resurrect- 
ed, refined, or polished up 
presented as an original ere- 
ation. 


Among the thousands of bot- 


tles on the shelves of every drug 


store, however, are several 
potent and valuable products. 
These are the real representa- 
tives of progress and include 
such headliners as our antibio- 
tics (penicillin, streptomycin, 
erythromycin, terramycin and 
others) as well as the anti- 
histaminics, hormones, vita- 
mins, narcotics, and barbitu- 
rates. No one questions the 
value of these remedies; they 
are specific and live up to 
their claims. 


It is no. wonder that the 
American Druggist’s fortnight- 
ly prescription survey for Jan- 
uary shows that the most fre- 
quent prescription is for an 
antibiotic; with the barbitu- 
rates, antihistaminics, narcot- 
ics, and vitamins next. Anti- 
biotic sales were at an all-time 
high in the recent influenza 
epidemic. 


Druggists also classify their 
medications by use. According 
to this survey, most of the per- 
sons who needed drugs must 
have had an infection of some 
kind. Sedatives and hpynotics 
were next, showing that al- 
most as many persons were 
bothered with insomnia, nerv- 
ousness and anxiety or were 
in need of medication to lower 
blood pressure or relieve pain. 

Then came skin and cough 
preparations and antispasmod- 
ics. No. 6 comprised the inter-
